There was considerable discussion with regard to this State 
Investigating Committee. The discussion centered around whether it was more 
it for the U.C.C. to volunteer quickly to appear before the Commission 
or wait "antil we are called since the general impression was that it was purely 
a political commission anyway. By common consent, it was agreed that we would 
leave the action of the U.C.C. up to the discretion of President Heckel. 


Educational Task Force - The Mount Carmel Guild, Children's 
Service and Newark Pre-School Council is trying to work out a proposal for the 
pre-school program. 


S.B.D.A. - It was agreed that the committee set up to 
handle the small business development agency should continue and it appears 
that the committee will set up its own corporation and house field staff in 
each area board headquarters. It was moved and properly seconded and unani- 
mously voted that this committee should continue working on the S.B.D.A. 


The Governor's meeting on "Head Start" seemed to be effec- 
tive. The Mayor's Coordinating Committee is working fine. We have applied 
for $10,000 from the State Share Matching Funds for Operation "Head Start". 
Mr. Tyson indicated that we might get another $40,000. 


ANNUAL Rabbi Prinz outlined a program for procedure at the Annual 
MEETING: Meeting which seemed sensible to the Executive Committee 
but they referred it to the Board of Trustees. 


PROGRAM Mrs. Arons reported that there would have to be a full

, The provisions of the Federal Economic Opportunity Act of 
1964, more commonly referred to as the Federal Anti-Poverty Pro- 
gram, requires appropriations of sums of money as matching funds 
in order for the State to participate therein; and

WHEREAS, it is essential that the Legislature have a thorough under- 
standing of the policies, practices and procedures applicable to 
the administration of said program in this State and the commit- 
ments and obligations required of the State in connection with 
its p therein; now, , 


BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate of the State of New Jersey (the Gen- 


thereof, no more than 2 of whom shall be of the same political party 
and 3 to be appointed from the membership of the General Assembly by 
the Speaker thereof, no more than 2 of whom shall be of the same poli- 
6 tical party, who shall serve without compensation. Vacancies in the 

7 membership of the commission shall be filled in the same manner as the 
8 original appointments were made. 

1 2. The commission shall organize as soon as may be after the ap- 
2pointment of its members and shall select a chairman from among its mem- 
3 bers and a secretary who need not be a member of the comission. 

1 3. It shall be the duty of said commission to make a study of the 
2 program initiated in this State under the provisions of the Federal 

3 Economic Opportunity Act of 1964, in all of its aspects, including em- 
ployment policies and practices, salary rates and schedules, and the 
over-all policies, practices and procedures applicable to the adminis- 
tration of said program in the State and the commitments or other obli- 
gations required of the State in connection with its participation 
therein.

require and as may be available to it for said purpose, and to employ 
such expert, stenographic and clerical assistants and incur such tra-

5 the provisions of chapter 13 of Title 52 of the Revised Statutes and 
shall possess all the powers of special legislative committees as set 

7 forth in said chapter 13 of Title 52. 

1 . The commission shall report its findings and recommendations to 

2 the Legislature as soon as practicable.
